There 
was nothing in his talk to indicate that a league or internationh 
alliance framed to suit the purposes of the Lodge-Penrose-Hard- 
ing group would be spurned. >Ir. Harding was careful not to 
say that he would oppose any league of nations built by inter- 
national bankers to protect their frontiers throughout the world. 


Mr. Harding's views on.the league of nations migihtfurnish 


balm for Hinun Johnson. ' At the same time solace may be 
found for 11-- man who believes that the interests of the world 
will be served best by a league of nations.

On domestic issues, Mr. Harding simply repeated the old 


guard doctrines. He gives to the country the program that the 
..Morgans and the Rockefellers want. The address breathes the 
spirit of sympathy for the dollar mark over that of human 
welfare.

But the world is not going to the 
devil because a few hundred people, 
differing as widely as the. poles, met 
in Chicago for a .few days and then 
went on their opposite and irrecon- 
cilable courses. It was a blunder, in 
fact a fiasco, whose humorous .side 
would stand out if it-were not for its

tragedy. 
We Forty-elghters 


failed to 'found a new party because 
we fell down completely in our judg- 
ment/of the situation. We did not 
realize until too.late that the men 
who controlled 
the 
Labor party, 


with which we proposed to join, were 
not .bent on a new people's party, 
drawing from the whole American 
public, but on a trades union party 
with two specific purposes: (1) to 
spread English guild socialism .in the 
United States and 
(2) to destroy 


(rompers' leadership in.the American 
Federation of Labor by coaxing his 
followers 
away from him into a 


party^ the foundation'of which Sara 
had bitterly denounced. 


As a matter of fact,' the plan of 


the Labor party leaders was nar- 
rower even -than a trades' union 
movement, for the platform they 
drew was to-extreme that,'even in 
the organized labor group, those who 
were not socialists or communists 
•would go in only-if coerced -by the 
moral discipline which 
the Labor 


party leaders, have already'estab- 
lished over "the rank and file of their 
organization.

The rank and file itself of. the La- 


bor party convention, as I -got iw 
point of view, was1 not made up of 
extremists at all. They -were just 
average human beings. .If let alone,' 
they would have been satisfied' with 
a political platform going as far as 
our St. -Louis platform; that is, pub- 
lic ownership arid operation of rail- 
ways, public ownership'and private 
operation of the principal ^natural 
resources,, no land held 'out of use 
for .monopoly or. speculation1, civil 
liberties and'full protection for la- 
bors rights and an jndorsement of 
its share in. the management of in- 
dustry.

But union discipline was strong 


at Chicago, class consciousness'was 
strong fa\>, and the excitement of the 
convention

in- my opimon,..have' "embraced^ with 
equal unanimity

Louis' platform, if Buck, 
Bennett, 


John Fitzpatrick and Edward Nock- 
els had presented these programs to 
the convention with sufficient fiery 
gestures and phrases. On the other, 
hand,-and by- the same token, if the' 
leaders of the Forty-eighters had 
presented 
anarchism or sovietism, 


the labor convention would have re- 
jected them with an hurrah, not on 
their merits or demerits, but because 
they came from "men whom they 
were told to distrust. 


'. An incident 'will illustrate to what 
extent class consciousness was in 
the'saddle. On Wednesday morning, 
after the conference committee had 
been working., practically without 
sleep for two' days • and nights, I 
went 
to the 
convention and fell 


asleep in the back of * the hall. • The 
amalgamation/ was 
already- put 


through at this time' and I was 
awakened from dreams of a new 
great party and called, upon to ad- 
dress 
the 
gathering composed of 


/Forty-eigh'ters, labor -men and' farm- 
era. I had no speech prepared and 
was not expecting to have-to make 
one. The dominant idea in my mind 
was that a.class platform and name 
would' smash our whole project high- 
er than a kite and I made an appeal, 
as moderate but as strong 
as 
I 


•'coiild, upon. the one point, that the 
convention should not destroy the 
efforts of the men and 'women gath- 
ered ther,e, -by founding a party de~- 
.voted _ . to 
the interests of • a small 


minority of our one hundred and ten 
million Americans. 
My remarks 


were -received with about -the appre- 
ciation that a convention, of , S.*m 
Feiners. would- lave accorded to a 
speech from Sir Edward Carson.. -'• 


Evidently what I have already de- 


scribed, made, the situation compli- 
cated enough, .but -it- vrae rendaged 
more difficult-still-from the fact that' 
the. Committee of Forty-eight was 
infiltrated by a. lot of honest, "well 
meaning muahhenas, -who without 
anyeconomic .ideas -whatever, cher- 
ishafl-.-the simple faith -that you could 
form a...union of "forces' by getting 
the. .discordant^elements, under the 
^same ,rpof, irrespective "ofhow'thof- 
on£hlyv-;they differed in,"principle. 
.Little "things..like>evplntioniziri'g the 
whole theory and -practice- of Amer- 
ican; industry and :politics-and eatiV- 


plefby'a7few, ;people;«nd-for^ Pfew 
people, did not matter to our devoted 
mushheads.- .Once .'under vtHe, same 
rafters, they -were sure that cat and , 


dog, monkey and parrot, !amb and 
lion would all become a united army 
of righteous, marching with brass 
bands and waving banners' toward a 
glorious and gilded millenium situ- 
ated not farther than half a' dozen 
city blocks from the convention hall. 
These- hopeful persons were eagerly 
picked off by-the Labor party lead- 
ers^ and turned into militant evan- 
gelists', so that' not only was labor 
solid for extremism, but our own 
group was torn with dissension. 


What are those who believe 'in a 


third party to do next?. We should 
think-it over quietly for a week or 
two and allow to sink home the les- 
sons of- our 
own 
miscalculations. 


The need of a third party that,is not 
a-class party still exists. The need 
of a party with an economic pro- 
gram that is clear, practicable and 
statesmanlike, still exists.. In' the 
fight for those things, we have been 
repulsed with loss. 
But we have 


gained the 
knowledge that a new 


movement has got to grow from 
the grass 'roots up and .consist of 
people whojnot .only .belie-ve in the 
goal but agree substantially .on the 
way the goal can be reached. 


There is one more thing I would 


like to say. In the-mee'tings between 
the 
conference 
committee of the 


Committee of Forty-eight and that 
of the Labor party, there was almost 
.fierce-diversity of views, and yet'I 
think that, when each morning we 
left those weary-all -night'session, 
each' side realized the honest inten- 
tions of 'the other, and however, we 
clashed in views, we respected each 
other, as men and came away friends 
though we .could not yet be allies. 
It was not labor's cause we diflfered 
on,.no.r the. need-of a' great party 
that would '.give to. all the fruit of 
their own toil and a representation 
in the management of industry 
It 


was .whether the way to. do .this'was 
by a class movement.
